The disclosures are in the shape of a 
confession given by the prisoner to his 
counsel in writing, with the request that 
the manuscript bo given to cJ-Bank Ex- 
aminer Drew. The confession was vol- 
untary, and is said to have been a sur- 
prise to Drew. There are probably a 
number of persons to whom it will bo a 
more disagreeable surprise than to the 
Bank Commissioner. The confession is 
represented as being a most remarkable 
document, inasmuch as it fully unfolds 
the methods adopted by the bank

cials to deceive the Examiner and all 
others having anything to do with the 
Government and the institution. It sets 
forth thaffrom 1830 down to about the 
time of the closing of the bank in March, 
1891, methods were adopted to deceive 
the keenest official.

ployed for deception could only be sug- 
gested, and the fraudulent transactions 
carried on only by shrewd men.

The interest in the particulars of the 


villainous transactions of the Keystone 
Bank will not ba confined to baffk 
offi- 


cials, for it is a matter in which the pub- 
lic is quite as deeply concerned. 
It is 


the business community that 
suffers 


chiefly by banking frauds, and now that 
an assistant in the perpetration of one of 
the most notorious banking frauds of the 
period has been impelled bj an awakened 
conscience to do what he can to atone 
for the part he took in the gigantic swin- 
dle, they will be quite likely to pay par- 
ticular attention to what he has to say.

temerity to openly maintain tho position 
in favor of the free coinage of silver that 
they all took upon the issue a short time 
prior to the defeat of free coinage meas- 
ures by the late Republican Congress. 


When that gold-bug Congress refused 


to take the least notice of tho appeals of 
the Nevada organs of the party, the gang, 
with a few honorable exceptions, swal- 
lowed tho nauseous dose prescribed for 
them by J. Sherman & Co., nnd have 
ever since been striving to convince the 
public that they relish the treatment. 
The Carson Appeal and Lyon County 
Times have not accepted the ultimatum 
of the bosses in the manner so eminently 
becoming to the party organ, and now 
the Silver State is in open rebellion. 
That journal, under the heading of this 
article, speaka out thus contumaciously: 


" Senator Sherman has opened the 


campaign in Ohio on tho silver issue 
alone. 
He ignores tho tariff entirely. 


The silver interest should flood Ohio with 
its ablest speakers. Nevada can afford 
to put Tom Fitch ou tho stump in that 
Slate. Wo heard a number of our.towns- 
men say they will contribute to Pitch's 
campaign fund. 
Humboldt will respond 


handsomely if a movement is organized 
to this end. 
Why not the State Silver 


Executive Committee, appointed at the 
Carson Silver Convention last year, meet 
and take steps to secure Mr. Fitch's ser- 
vices? And, by the way, why not in- 
clude Senator Stewart, the veteran silver 
wheel horse?" 


Sure enough, why not? 
Hero is the 


golden opportunity for the committee to 
manifest 1U zeal by vigorous action. 
Faith without works, brethren, is dead 
as a door-mat. Even a spasmodic quiver 
would show that it is not a case of utter 
paralysis.
